As this was the last 
meeting of the current season the newly 
elected officers were installed and many 
important business matters considered. 

The following are the official minutes 
of the meeting as prepared by the Secre- 
tary, Dr. Leo W. Kremer. 


DINNER 


President W. I. McNeil called the 
dinner meeting to order in the South 
Ball Room at 7:45 p.m. He first pre- 
sented the essayist of the evening, Dr. 
Charles H. Kendall, of Milwaukee, with 
the statement that he would be formally 
introduced at the scientific meeting. 

Dr. McNeil next announced that on 
this occasion the Englewood Branch 
would be honored and introduced Dr. 
Charles J. Coffey, president, and Dr. 
Vincent B. Milas, director from the 
Englewood Branch. Both responded ap- 
propriately. 

Dr. Guy M. Smith, chairman of the 
Dinner Committee, was next presented 
and introduced the speaker, Mr. Arch 
Ward, sports editor of the Chicago Trib- 
une. Mr. Ward gave an interesting and 
entertaining talk on sports, which was 
thoroughly enjoyed. 

The dinner meeting adjourned at 8 :30 
p.m. Approximately 150 members and 
guests were present. 
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President W. I. McNeil called the 
meeting to order at 8:45 p.m. in the 
North Ball Room. He stated that due to 
the lengthy agenda of business matters 
as a matter of courtesy to our essayist 
he would prefer to hold the business 
session following the paper. Motion was 
then regularly made and severally sec- 
onded to change the order of business 
so as to present the essay program in ad- 
vance of the business session. Motion 
carried unanimously. 


SCIENTIFIC MEETING 


President W. I. McNeil presented the 
Monthly Program chairman, Dr. James 
W. Ford. Dr. Ford introduced Dr. 
Charles H. Kendall, of Milwaukee, who 
then presented his lecture entitled Some 
Considerations of Practice Management. 
Dr. Kendall was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. Dr. Ford expressed the Soci- 
ety’s appreciation for Dr. Kendall’s 
presentation. 

The meeting then reverted to the 
Chairman, Dr. McNeil, who declared 
the scientific session adjourned and con- 
tinued the business meeting. 


BUSINESS SESSION 


Motion was made and severally sec- 
onded that the reading of the minutes 
of the meeting of April 15 be dispensed 
with because of publication in THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW. Motion carried. Fol- 
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lowing this a motion was regularly made 
and severally seconded that the minutes 
be approved as published in THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW of May 1. Motion 
carried. 


AMENDMENT 


'Dr. Kremer, Secretary, presented the 
following proposed amendment to the 
By-Laws, which had been presented at 
the regular meeting of April 15 and pub- 
lished in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW pur- 
suant to the By-Laws : 


“Article XIV, Section 25: Delete the words 
‘The Official Bulletin of this: Society. The 
Chairman of this committee shall be editor of 
the official Bulletin.” And insert ‘The official 
publication of this Society, THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW OF THE CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY. The 
chairman of this committee shall be the editor 
of the official publication.’ 

“Article V, Section 1: Delete ‘under the 
title of the Chicago Dental Society Bulletin or 
Bulletin of the Chicago Dental Society, the 
frequency of the issuance of the Bulletin to be 
determined by the Board of Directors.’ And 
insert ‘under the title of THE FORTNIGHTLY RE- 
VIEW OF THE CHICAGO DENTAL society. Any 
change in the frequency of the issuance of 
THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW Shall be determined 
by the Board of Directors.’ 

“Delete the word ‘Bulletin’ and insert ‘THE 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW in the following: 
Article VI, Section 5, lines 3 and 8; Article 
VII, line 4; Article IX, line 13; Article X, 
Section C, line 7; Article XII, Section C, line 
5; Article XII, Section 2, part C, line 5; 
Article XIV, Section 4, part A, lines 10 and 
11; Article XVIII, Section 3, part A, line 23 
and part D, line 3; Article XIX, Section 1, 
line 5 and lines 14 and 15.” 


SUBSTITUTION 


Dr. Kremer then stated that the mat- 
ter had been given consideration by the 
Board of Directors and the Board desired 
to offer the following substitute amend- 
ment: “Article V, Section 1. Strike the 
present Section and substitute the follow- 
ing: “This Society shall publish or cause 
to be published an official magazine, the 
name and frequency of issue to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Directors.’ Delete 
the words ‘Bulletin or official Bulletin’ 
and substitute the words ‘official maga- 
zine’ in the following: Article XIV, Sec- 


tion 25; Article VI, Section 5, lines 3 
and 8; Article VII, line 4; Article IX, 
line 13; Article X, Section C, line 7; 
Article XII, Section C, line 5; Article 
XII, Section 2, part C, line 5; Article 
XIV, Section 4, part A, lines 10 and 11; 
Article XVIII, Section 3, part A, line 
23 and part D, line 3; Article XIX, 
Section 1, line 5 and lines 14 and 15.” 

Dr. Kremer then moved, and it was 
severally seconded, that the substitute 
amendment be adopted. Motion carried 
unanimously. 


BOARD OF CENSORS 


Dr. Kremer, Secretary, next presented 
the following proposed amendment to 
the By-Laws, which had been presented 
at the meeting of April 15 and published 
in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW : 


“Article XIII, Section 11: Strike ‘b. Board 
of Censors.’ 

“Article XIII. Add a new section to be 
designated Section 12 to read as follows: 
‘Board of Censors. This Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Directors and shall 
consist of three members beginning with 1, 
2 and 3 year terms, and upon their retire- 
ment their successors shall be appointed for 
three year terms; provided, however, that no 
two such appointees shall be members of the 
same branch society. Additional appointees to 
the Board of Censors for one year terms shall 
be the chairmen of the boards of censors of 
the several branch societies. 

“*The Board of Directors shall annually 
designate the chairman of the Board of Cen- 
sors. The appointment of all members to the 
Board of Censors, except the Branch Society 
board of censors chairmen, shall be made at 
the regular June meeting of the Board of 
Directors. Branch society board of censors 
chairmen shall be appointed to the Board of 
Censors upon certification of their status by 
the secretaries of their respective branch so- 
cieties without action by the Board of Direc- 
tors.’ ” 


It was then regularly moved and sev- 
erally seconded, that this amendment to 
the By-Laws be accepted. Motion carried 
unanimously. 

The Secretary next presented the fol- 
lowing resolution, which had been of- 
fered at the April 15 meeting and 
published in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW, 
pursuant to the By-Laws: 
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“Members of the dental profession for the 
most part, are self-employed and, therefore, 
do not come within the purview of the Fed- 
eral Social Security Act as beneficiaries. Since 
dentists and their families are subject to the 
same hazards of life as all other citizens, they 
should be permitted to come within the Act 
if they so desire and thus enable them to re- 
ceive the benefits thereof. 

“Be it Resolved, therefore, that the Chicago 
Dental Society in regular session Tuesday, 
May 20, 1941, concur in this view and direct 
its Secretary to send a copy of this resolution 
to the proper officials of the American Den- 
tal Association requesting that Association to 
take such proposal to the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

Motion was then made and severally 
seconded that the resolution be adopted. 
Dr. Isaac Pomerance spoke for the reso- 
lution and contended that dentists and 
members of their families should have 
the same protection offered by the Social 
Security Act as salaried persons. Dr. 
Harold Hillenbrand and Dr. R. I. 
Humphrey opposed the resolution on 
two grounds; first, that the matter has 
already received the attention of the 
proper body of the American Dental 
Association, and, second, that adoption 
of it would weaken the position of or- 
ganized dentistry in its relation with the 
Federal Government. After some further 


debate the motion was placed before the 
body and lost. 


RESOLUTION 


Dr. Frank G. Conklin offered the fol- 
lowing resolution on the death of Dr. 
David W. Adams, former president : 

“Whereas, the hand of death has removed 
from our midst a widely known and active 
member of this organization Doctor David W. 
Adams, past president, and 

“Whereas, for forty years he has given 
lavishly of his time and talents in promoting 
the welfare of our profession and goodfellow- 
ship among its members and especially labor- 
ing unceasingly to promote the scope and use- 
fulness of the Study Club of our Society; now 
therefore be it 

“Resolved that we recognize in his passing 
a great loss to ourselves and to our profession 
and be it further 

“Resolved that this resolution be spread 
upon the minutes of this Society and a copy 
thereof be sent to the bereaved members of his 
family—Stephen W. Brundage, Harold S. 
Smith, Frank G. Conklin, Chairman.” 
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Dr. Conklin moved and it was severally 
seconded, that the resolution be adopted. 
Motion carried unanimously. 

Chairman W. I. McNeil next pre- 
sented certificates to the following retir- 
ing presidents of the several branch 
societies : Charles J. Coffey, Englewood ; 
Morton G. Isay, Kenwood-Hyde Park ; 
Harry E. Denen, North Side; R. B. 
Mundell, North Suburban; G. C. Jo- 
hannes, Northwest Side; Neil A. Kings- 
ton, South Suburban; Eli Olech, West 
Side ; William F. Tolar, West Suburban. 


Certificates were also presented to the 
following officers and directors of the 
Chicago Dental Society: Noel M. Max- 
son, Vice-President ; Harold W. Oppice, 
Treasurer; Leo W. Kremer, Secretary ; 
Vincent B. Milas, Director from Engle- 
wood ; Godfrey F. Schroeder, Director 
from North Suburban. 


INSTALLATION 


President McNeil next proceeded to 
install the following men for the offices 
to which they had been elected: Leo W. 
Kremer, Treasurer ; Harold W. Oppice, 
Secretary; Christian Davidson, Vice- 
President ; Willis J. Bray, President-Elect 
(Dr. McNeil announced that Dr. Bray 
would be installed as President at the 
May meeting a year hence.) ; Glenn E. 
Cartwright, President. 


In installing Dr. Glenn E. Cartwright 
as President, Dr. McNeil expressed his 
appreciation of the support and coopera- 
tion of the membership during his term 
of office and bespoke the same degree of 
support for his successor. 


In closing the meeting, Dr. Cartwright 
thanked the membership for their con- 
fidence and promised that he and his 
fellow officers and directors would do 
everything in their power to make the 
next year as successful as the one just 
closed. Those present then gave the re- 
tiring officers a rising vote of thanks for 
their efforts. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:30 p.m. 
Five hundred members and guests were 
in attendance. 
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Board of Directors to Hold Special Meeting to 
Consider Proposed Amendments to Code of Ethics 


Chicago Dental Society Members Invited to Attend Meeting 
to Be Held July 25 in Conference Room 


Proposed amendments to Sections 3 
and 4 of the Code of Ethics relating to 
restricted practices and the addition of a 
new section will be considered by the 
Board of Directors at a special meeting 
to be held on Friday, July 25, in the 
Conference Room adjacent to the Cen- 
tral Office at 8:00 p.m. Any member of 
the Chicago Dental Society who desires 
to attend this meeting and discuss the 
proposals is cordially invited to do so. 


SECTIONS 3 AND 4 


As they now appear in the Code of 
Ethics, the two sections are as follows: 


“Sec. 3. It is unethical for a dentist to per- 
mit the placing of his name in any city, com- 
mercial, telephone, or other public directory 
or directories in public or office buildings, us- 
ing what is known as display type, or type that 
is in any way dissimilar to the standard in 
size, shape or color, or to use any other device 
tending to give his name visual prominence 
over other names listed. It is likewise unethical 
for a dentist to permit the printing of his 
name in any kind of public directory under a 
heading such as ‘Specialists,’ ‘Surgeon Den- 
tists’ or any other heading or device that 
might create in the mind of the reader the 
impression that the individual so listed is 
superior to those whose names appear under 
such a simple heading as ‘Dentists’ or ‘Dental 
Surgeons.’ 

“Sec. 4. In communities in which it is cus- 
tomary for professional men to insert a card 
in the local press, or in programs for social 
events, theaters, etc., the same custom may be 
observed by the dentist, but such cards must 
be of modest size and type and shall not 
include more than the dentist’s name, title, 
address, telephone and office hours, nor shall 
it include any other device tending to give 
such announcement visual prominence over 
other names listed. If he confines himself to 
the practice of a specialty, he may announce 
in modest type—‘practice limited to—’ (an- 
nouncing the specialty) but nothing more. 
This Association, however, believes the latter 
custom to be unbecoming to professional men 
and urges its members to abstain from such 
practice.” 


It is proposed to amend Section 3 by 
adding the following paragraph: “If a 
dentist restricts his practice to but one 
of the recognized fields of his profession, 
he may carry a statement to this effect 
in a directory listing under the heading 
‘Dentists’ by adding after his name the 
words— ‘practice limited to—  (an- 
nouncing the field). Such a statement 
must be printed in the same size and 
style of type as the dentist’s name and 
in such manner as to avoid giving the 
dentist’s name visual prominence over 
other names listed,” and to amend Sec- 
tion 4 by striking the last sentence of 
that section. If these two amendments 
are accepted, Sections 3 and 4 would 
then read as follows : 


SECTIONS AMENDED 


“Sec. 3. It is unethical for a dentist to 
permit the placing of his name in any city, 
commercial, telephone, or other public di- 
rectory or directories in public or office build- 
ings, using what is known as display type, or 
type that is in any way dissimilar to the 
standard in size, shape, or color, or to use 
any other device tending to give his name 
visual prominence over other names listed. It 
is likewise unethical for a dentist to permit the 
printing of his name in any kind of public 
directory under a heading such as ‘Specialists, 
‘Surgeon Dentists’ or any other heading or 
device that might create in the mind of the 
reader the impression that the individual so 
listed is superior to those whose names appear 
under such a simple heading as ‘Dentists’ or 
‘Dental Surgeons.’ 

“If a dentist restricts his practice to but 
one of the recognized fields of his profession, 
he may carry a statement to this effect in a 
directory listing under the heading ‘Dentists’ 
by adding after his name the words—‘practice 
limited to—’ (announcing the field). Such a 
statement must be printed in the same size 
and style of type as the dentist’s name and in 
such manner as to avoid giving the dentist’s 
name visual prominence over other names 
listed.”

“Sec. 4. In communities in which it is 
customary for professional men to insert a 
card in the local press, or in programs for 
social events, theaters, etc., the same custom 
may be observed by the dentist, but such cards 
must be of modest size and type and shall 
not include more than the dentist’s name, 
title, address, telephone number and office 
hours, nor shall it include any other device 
tending to give such announcement visual 
prominence over other names listed. If he 
confines himself to the practice of a specialty, 
he may announce in modest type—‘practice 
limited to—’ (announcing the specialty) but 
nothing more.” 


SECTION 44 


It is also proposed to add the follow- 
ing as a new section and designate it 
Section 4a : 

“Sec. 4a. The following fields to which a 
dentist may restrict his practice are recognized 
by this Association: exodontia, exodontia and 
oral surgery, oral surgery, prosthodontia, 
pedodontia, periodontia and orthodontia. In 
printed public announcements and directories 
only these terms may be used. The use of lay 
equivalents is specifically forbidden. 

“A dentist may not restrict his practice to 
more than one field.” 


Any amendments approved by the 
Board of Directors would, of course, have 
to be approved by the American Dental 
Association in order to be incorporated 
into the Code of Ethics. In substance, 
therefore, action by the Board of Direc- 
tors would constitute only a recommenda- 
tion to the national association. 
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EXPLANATION 


A word of explanation as to the origin 
of these proposed amendments is in 
order. Dr. W. E. Shippee, Chairman of 
the Board of Censors for 1940-1941, 
asked the Board of Directors at a meet- 
ing held November 29, 1940 to interpret 
the Code of Ethics with regard to direc- 
tory listings of specialists. He pointed 
out that Section 3 prohibits a dentist 
from listing his name in any public di- 
rectory under the heading of “special- 
ists” but is silent on the propriety of a 
dentist calling attention to a restricted 
practice in any public directory under 
the simple heading “dentists.” However, 
in Section 4 of the Code, the practice of 
a dentist carrying a professional card in 
the local press or in programs calling at- 
tention to a restricted practice is tacitly 
approved, although the last sentence of 
the paragraph would seem to place such 
a practice under a cloud. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Because of the complexity of the 
problem, the Board of Directors referred 
the matter to one of its committees for 
study and recommendations. This com- 
mittee reported at the meeting of the 
Board of Directors held December 17 
and its report was approved. Following 
are two recommendations taken from the 
report which bear on this question : 


“Recommendation No. 2. That the Chicago

Dental Society submit to the American Den- 
tal Association a proposed amendment to the 
Code of Ethics in order that the Code may 
be made consistent insofar as public announce- 
ments of limitations of practices are concerned, 
i.e., the Code should permit specialist an- 
nouncements in both classified directories and 
the public press, or should forbid such an- 
nouncements in both instances. 

“Recommendation No. 3. That in view of 
the fact that the second part of this motion 
does not specify a definite position for the 
Chicago Dental Society to adopt, that the 
Board of Directors make such a decision on 
behalf of the Society before filing any such 
proposed changes with the American Dental 
Association and hear testimony of interested 
and qualified persons before arriving at a 
definite position.” 


It is in response to these two accepted 
recommendations that the officers have 
proposed these amendments to the Code 
of Ethics. It is believed that there is a 
crying need for clarification of the Code 
relating to restricted practices and it is 
hoped that some decision will be 
reached that will have the approval of 
all parties concerned.
